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‘Harvard, CIA Are at Odds

Harvard University and 
the CIA are sharply at odds 
over the agency’s insistence 
that it be free to continue 
covert recruiting and 
operational practices on the 
campus, a Senate hearing 
has been told. 

Derek C. Bok, Harvard’s 
president, said yesterday 
the university has drawn up 
guidelines providing that-it, 
and members of its faculty 
and staff may-: maintain 
publicly . known. relation- 
ships with intelligence 
agencies that would not. 
“threaten the integrity and 


independence of the aca- - 


demiccommunity.”
